and alſo to give you knowledge of the ſtate of

| Whereas the French King, our good brother, 
had made very earneſt requeſt to us, both by his 
letters, and by a ſpeciall perſon of his counſel, - 
named Monfieur de Reaux, ſent hither to joyne 
with his embaſſador, or refident, to yelde to him 
a further ayde of men, to the number of 4000 
footmen, over and befides the other gooo already 
being under the charge of Sir John Norrice in

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Brityane. Although we have great cauſe for the 
ſtrengthning of our realme, and for the defence 
thereof, ' againſt . the ſame ennemyes, which are 


ennemys both to the ſaid King, and to ourſelves, 


to forbear to ſend out at this time any more captains 


and experimented ſoldiers forth of our realme, 


conſidering the great diminution of a multitude 


of good valiant captains, and ſoldiers, with their 
furniture of armor and weapon, which happened 


partly by death,-and partly by other diſorders, be · 


ing of the company, which we fent with the Lord 


Willoughby, in the ſomer of the yeare 1.589, now 
not fully two years paſt; yet ſuch have been the

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which was arrived in the ſaĩd port of Cadiz, brought 
letters of the 17th of May laſt, giving an account, 
that there was no vent for the goods from Eu- 
rope, becauſe thoſe which had been brought "thi 


ther from China, had been fold at ſo low a rate, 


that they had almoſt ruined the market for the 
European commodities, that is to fay, thoſe which 
the ſaid flota had laden at Cadiz, in order to 
traffick with them in Mexico; and that this miſ- 
fortune, together with the ſcarcity of plate (there 
not being enough even for a third part of the 
| lading) was the cauſe, why the flota could not 
begin its voyage till September, at which. time, 
the north winds blow, which are abſolutely neceſ- 
fary for the bringing the flota, on its return to- 


wards Spain, where conſequently it is not to be

The 
15th our troops lay upon the poſt before the town 
of Adge, and that night General Seiſſan, having 
intelligence that the Duke de Roquilauze, who 
commands in the province of Languedoc, had 
formed a deſign to make a deſcent, by boats, over 
the lake, to the Iſland of Cette, ſent to acquaint 
me, he deſigned to march the 16th at day, with 
his troops, to oppoſe the ſame, and deſired the 
aſſiſtance of the fleet, with our boats, upon the 
lake of Cette Upon receipt of which intelligence, 
the 16th in the morning, I went with the Vice 
and Rear Admiral, and all the boats of the fleet 
armed, upon the lake of Cette, and by our being 
there, prevented the enemys making any deſcent. 
Towards noon, we joined Major General Seiſſan 
and our troops, who left behind him a detachment 
of Stanhape's, and another of marines, to guard 
the poſt at Adge, under the command of two 


Captaines.. But, at the ſame time we joined the 


troops, we. underſtood, that the faid detachments 
had quitted thoſe poſts, and were coming after 
our troops, in ſome ſayettees the enemy aſſiſted 
them to; upon which the General propoſed: march - 
e | ing 
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ing back all the troops, to retake the ſaid poſt p 
but our officers affirming they had been ſo fatigued; 
it was impoſſible” for them to march, and that 
they did not think their number ſufficient to de. 
fend the ſaid poſt, I defired a councill of war of 
our land officers, as the troops were under arms, 


to conſider what poſſibly they could undertake, 


and it was agreed to march into Cette, and 
to make the beſt defence they could, in that 
place, which they did accordingly. The 17th, in 
the morning, Major General Seiſſan and Colonel 
Stanhope coming to me, were of opinion, if they 
could be further helped, they would again march 
to attack the poſt of Adge. I held a eouneill of 
war, both with them and the flags, and the Dutch 
Rear Admiral, agreeing to aſſiſt with 300 men. 
It was accordingly reſolved in a council of war, 
to march to attack the poſt of Adge (the council 
is herewith) upon which we embarked the troops 
on the ſayettees, and all things were ready for to 
tranſport them, near that place. But towards 
noon, Major Generall Seiſſan having received in» 
telligence that the Duke de Noailles was arrived 
at Meye, and that 2000 horſe and dragoons would 
arrive to-morrow- at Adge, and that all his troops

were marching from Rouſſillon againſt us, and 


the Duke of Berwick: was alſo ſending a detach-: 
ment, whereby the number of his troops that 
daily arrive would increaſe to 30, ooo men; and 
the ſmall number we have, not being now ſecured.

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I deſgn this ſhould incloſe to you the reſults 
of two councils of war, the firſt already held oen 
the 14th inftant, the other I intend to call as ſoon ' 
as the weather will permit, which at preſent is 

very bad. On the 14th, in the afternoon, wee 

ſayled from Diep, having laid it in aſhes, firſt as 
we ſayled, we had the ſatisfaction to ſee the Jeſuits 
ſteeple tumble, if we had been in the town, and 


nobody to oppoſe us, wee could not have burnt 


it better. On the 15th, in the afternoon, being 
off this place, and having no pylots, well acquain- 
ted, I ſent Captain Benbow in, with the maſters of 
the firſt and ſecond rates, to ſound all about the 
place, and by their report wee went in. - Wee 
found it much more difficult to do our buſyneſs 
here, then at Diep, for our great ſhips were forced 
to anchor a long way off, and our ſmall veſfels that 
went in, to hawl on and off, every half tide; howſo- 
ever, yeſterday, about three of the clock, wee 
began to play our bombs, and ſet the town. on fire, 
in ſeveral places; ſo that we judge there may be 

| now 
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no about a third of the town conſumed, and the 
fire is ſtill burning, tho? not ſo violently as in the 
night. It being bad weather this morning, I made 
the fighn for all the bomb veſſels and ſmall frig- 
gats to come out. Yeſterday, whilſt I was in among 
the bomb veſſels, giving orders, an unlucky bomb, 
from the enemy, fell into the Grenada bomb veſſel, 
and blew her up; ſhe being in ſhoal watere, and 
her fore part blowing up, ſome of her ſtern re- 
mained above water, by which means wee ſaved 
many of her men, and the captain is taken up 
alive, and we have hopes of him. Captain Silver, 
a very good officer of the ordnance, his two ne- 
phews, and a lieutenant to Sir Cloudeſley Shovel 
are loſt, Except this unlucky accident, in burn- 
ing theſe two towns (which are not inconſiderable 
wee have loſt but, one man, and three wounded, 
thoꝰ thouſands of their ſhott have gone over us. 
If the ill wether had not happened this day wee 
could not have fired many more bombs, for our veſ- 
ſels are extremely ſhattered ; and moſt of the 
mortars ran ſo, that they will be of little uſe, till 
they are new caſt. Having ſo many ſouldiers on 
board, our water alſo grows very ſhort, and many 
men being fick, every thing contributes to our re- il 
turning home. However, I will keep the fleet out 
as long as poſſibly I can, with conveniency, and at 
leaſt give them the alarm at La Hogue and Cher- 
bourg, and throw ſome bombs at the latter ; and 
if wee find a fair opportunity, land ſome men. 
As for St. Malos, there is no thinking of attemp- 
ting it, without new mortars, and then there are 
abundance of things to be conſidered of, be fore- 
hand, and ſettled, to give ſucceſs to Jager 
| that 
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that weight. I ſent the Elizabeth aon the 1th. 
with a brigantine and ſome well-boats, Collonell 
Venner and two hundred ſouldiers, with orders, 
i they ſee a fair opportunity, to make an attempt 
ow Treport ; but I have no news of them, nor 
F the Shoram, I ſent with my laſt letters to Eng- 
land, till one of them comes, I have no ſhip to 
ſpare to ſend to England with this. 


Sir, in the buſyneſs of burning theſe towns, 


1 have found all the officers very forward in their 
ſeveral employments, and alſo the men that were 
ſent in to ſuſtain, and help them, in all appearance, 
thinking of nothing leſs then fear; particularly 
Captain Benbow has been of extraordinary uſe to 
me, in K bomb veſſels. Tis now near 


twelve O clock, and the wether being a little 


cleared up, we ſee the town ina flame.

Since my laſt, we have had very blowing we- 
ther, I ſend you the reſult of our council of war of 
the 19th. In purſuance of it, I appeared on the 
French coaſt, about la Hogue and Sherbrook, and 
alarmed the enemy, who fired many guns, and 
made fires on the ſhore. Having notice that there 
was a French friggar, and four or five merchant 
ſhips at la Hogue, I ſent ſome ſhips, with a fire- 
ſhip, to endeavour to deftroy them. Had the 


wether been good, I intended to have ſent to 


Sherbrook, and demanded contributions, having 


received yours of the 16th ; but the wether be-" . 
ing unfavourable, and, if they ſhould have refuſed, 
wee not being able to have thrown above 1 50 ſhells, - 


I would not opiniaſtre it any longer. I am juſt 


now ſending Captain Benbow, with three or four 


ſhips, to the Quince Rock, by St. Malo, to ſee 
whether it be fortifyed, or in what manner; when 
he comes back I will give you an account. The 
Reſerve brought me a machine veſſel yeſterday, 
and another veſſel, with three mortars on board, 
but all of ten-inch, which are meer baubles, and 
will do no ſervice.

ance thereof, we are determined to diſtreſs and 


annoy the ſaid King of Spain, and his ſubjects, 
in ſuch manner, and ſuch places, as can be done 
with the greateſt proſpect of ſucceſs, and the moſt 
to the advantage of our own ſubjects; we have 
thought fit to direct, that you, taking under your 
command our ſhips hereafter-mentioned, viz. the 
Centurion, the Argyle, the Severn, the Pearl, the 
Wager, and the Toyal ſloop, ſhould proceed with 
them, according to the following inſtructions.

forthwith to Portſmouth, where our ſaid ſquadron 
is, and embark on board the fame, with our ſaid 
companies of invalids, which are to be diſtributed 
in ſeveral ſhips, in ſuch manner as ſhall be judged 
moſt convenient by the Commander in Chief of 
our ſaid ſquadron. And as long, as our ſaid com- 
panies ſhall remain on board, they are to follow 
ſuch directions, as ſhall be given by the Com- 
mander in Chief of our ſquadron, according to the 
conſtant practice in the like caſes. 


And whereas we have given full inſtructions 
to Captain Anſon, with relation to the ſervices to 
be performed by our ſhips, under his command, 
and have directed him, on certain occaſions, to 
call a council of war, of which council of war, in 


7 caſe 
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caſe of any attack or enterprize, propoſed to be un- 
dertaken by land, you (or in your abſence, the 
Commander in Chief of our Land Forces) are to 
be one. It is our pleaſure, that in conſequence 
of any determination that ſhall be taken by a coun- 
cil of war, for that purpoſe, our ſaid forces, or any 
part of them, ſhall be landed, and during ſuch 
time as they ſhall remain on ſhore, ſhall be under 
your direction and conduct, in the performance of 
any ſervice at land, and in making any attempt 
or enterpriſe that ſhall have been previoully agreed 
on n by the faid council of war. 


And as it is our intention, that both chi "OY 
ing and reimbarking of our ſaid troops ſhould be 
entirely under the direction of a council of 255 
you are, with our forces under your command, to 
return on board our ſhips, whenever the ſame mal 

be judged proper by a council of war. 
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Since my laſt, of yeſterday's date, I have 
received certain intelligence from the: maſters of 
ſeveral neutral veſſels, who came out of Havre, 
this day, and in particular from a Spaniard, who 
expreſſed an eager defire to ſpeak with me, that 
the enemy were fitting out the Thames, Felicity, 
and another frigat, and that orders were come to 
Havre, to load ninety-four of their flatt bottomed 
boats, with military and naval ſtores, to be ſent to 
Breſt; that he ſaw feven loaded with cannon and 
ſhor, that eight thouſand great ſhot were put on 
board one boat; that they were navigated with 
twelve men, each veſſel having one gun in her 
prow, and another in the ſtern, with three months 
proviſions ; that they were fent, when loaded, to 
Honfleur, in the night, at which place, ſeven are 
now ready to ſail, and five at Dive; that their 
orders are, to take the opportunity of an eaſterly 
wind, and dark night, to keep cloſe in ſhore, 
and to be particularly careful to deſtroy the 3

ſels, if in danger of the enemy; they are like- 
wiſe directed to ſail, five or ſeven in company, and 
never to paſs Cape Barfleur, but in the night. 
The Spaniſh captain likewiſe informed me, that 
| ſeven flat bottomed boats, loaded with timber, 
failed from this place, about the middle of May; 
their getting ſafe to Breſt, he imagines, has in- 
duced them to this further tryal; this intelligence, 
I believe, may be depended upon, it being. cor- 
roborated by the maſter of a Portugues, brought 
on board me, in the night. A | 


Pleaſe to acquaint their Lordſhips, I ſhall 
uſe my beſt endeavors to prevent the enemy's 


defigns, and ſhall ſpread the ſmall ſquadron, under 


my command, as much acroſs the mouth of the 
river, as the depth of water will permit;. but as 
the land between Honfleur and Dive is high, and 


the water ſhoal, ' a conſiderable diſtance off, there 


is little probability of their being intercepted, till 
they get fairly out of the river; but I ſhall con- 
tinually keep cutters cloſe in to the ſouth ſhore, in 
the night; and have diſpatched the Albany and 
Fiurnace, with the Anſon cutter, and an armed 
fiſhing veſſel, manned from the Deptford, with 
orders to diſguiſe their veſſels, as much as poſ- 
ſible, and cruize cloſe in ſhore, between the 
mouth of Caen river, and the Iſles of Margeavu. 
] have likewiſe wrote to Admiral Durell to haſten 


the Roſe to me, as ſoon as poſſible; and deſire 


you will pleaſe to repreſent to their Lordſhips, the 
neceſſity of having more veſſels under my com- 
mand, at this preſent juncture, to enable me 
more effectually to perform this ſervice. The
